No Peace can be‘lafting,;where a Friendly Commerce 
between the Nations is not Eftablifhed. 

If rhis then be the Cafe, as“is too fure, no wonder, 
the Treaty of Commerce has fo many Enemies, and no 
wonder, they publifh fo many Abfirdities, and run 
upon fuch Contradictions, that the experience of every 
Merchant muft rife up againft them :, Let us recapitu‘ate 
afew of the monfrous things, which they have put 
upon the World, and Ict Pofterity judge of the Weight 
ef them, or the Weight, that any Man ought to put 
upon them,;~afrer foch things as thefe,-or who-ought to 
Credit any thing fuch People can fay.

That the French make as good Broad-Cloth, Perpe- 
tuanas, Serges and Bays, and as Cheap as we can. 

That it the French King abate bat a finall Duty of 
30 Sols per C. weight upon Bays. and Perpets, we can 
Sell none in Italy, unlefs we allowa Bounty upon Ex- 
portation. 

That we lofe by che Trade to Spain, take more Goods 
of them than they take of us, and pay the Spaniards 
the Ballance in Money. | 

That the Treaty of Commerce with France inter- 
fering with the Treaty of Commerce with Portugal, 
is a Rupture of the Peace with Portugal, and the Portu- 
guefe are allow’d to Prohibit all our Manufactures. 

That we are not, by the Treaty of Commerce, to 
enjoy the Tariff of 1664 for our Wooilen Manufaatures 
in France. 

That the Report from the Cufiom houfe given in to 
the Houtfe of Lords, and Signed by all the Commiffio- 
ners Hands, againft their horrible forged SCHEME, is 
wrong. : 

Thefe area few of the Affertions, which the Oppofers 
cf the Treaty of Commerce have-had the Affurance to 
advance in the World ; every one,of which have their 
plain Confutation in the Knowledge and - Experience 
of every Man of Bufinefs upon the Exchange, and are 
duly expofed inthe MERCATORS.
